Such a union must obviously rest on a diffe- 
nt basis from an association to cireulate the 
mmon English version. This version is one; 
tis recognised by all denominations as, in 
veral, faithful and accurate; its merits and 
fects are known, and aa agreement to spread 
is definite aud clearly understood, But ver- 
ns of the Scriptures into heathen languages 
ist be made by Christians of different denomi- 
tions. A_ revision of these versions by a So- 
ty is impossible, unless the gift of tongues 
ould be renewed. The Society cannot know 
hat isthe character of all these versions; and 
each denomination will unconsciously give 
ore or less the hue of its own opinions to the 
nalations which it executes, it becomes a seri- 
= question, how far can Christians unite in the 
mmon labor of translating and printing the 
ble for heathen nations, ‘ 
We may say, in this place, that the necessity 
such a union, for foreign distribution, is not as 
ar as the expediency of a Society for circulating 
e English Bible at home. The translations in 
athen countries must commonly be made by 
issionaries who are sustained by missionary 
ieties. ‘The expense of printing the Scrip- 
res may as properly be paid by the missionary 
sieties as any other expense attending their mis- 
»ns.— There is then, no necessity for any other 
ganization, to procure funds for printing these 
insiations; and it is, in facet, undesitable to 
ve two societies for doing what might be as 
silv done by one. Why, tor example, should 
ae persons who wish to contribute money for 





» printing of the Bible at the Sandwich Is- 
ls, send their money to the Amerivan Bible 


ciety, instead of sending it directly to the 
nerican Board of Commissioners? What is 
ined by this circuitous operation? The Bible } 
ciety pays the money, at last, to the Board, | 
ich alone can apply it to the purpose for 
hich it is designed. Why incur the expense 
agents ct money for the Bible Society, 
the use of the Board, when the same money 
ght be paid to the agents of the Board ? 
We have, therefore, had somne doubts, wheth- 
it was desirable, for the American Bible So- 
ety to engage in the work of foreign distribu- 
pus, a work whick it cannot perform, without} 
ving rise to serious difficulties, that may en-| 
nger its very existence. It has a grent and 
ble field before it, the supply of our own! 
untry with the Scriptures; a service, which | 
rapid increase of our population makes it} 
essary to be continually performing.—Let the | 
pciety inake copies of the English Scriptures, 
good and as cheap as possible, and let it cir- 
ilate them freely among the teeming popula- 
ion of our own land, in the army and navy, in 
iberia, and wherever else they are needed. 
he Society might, too, receive and apply dona- 
ons which any persons might think proper to 
sake, for specific olyects, as, for example, to 
sread the Scriptures in Mexico, South America, 
d other countries, where versions already ex- 
, and where no missionary societies are ope- 
ting. But new versions, in the languages q 
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e heathen, might be left to the direction of the 

spective missionary societies. It is theér ap- 
ropriate business to preach the gospel to the| 
veathen, by the voice and by the press. They 
an, as easily a8 the Bible Society, procure mon- 
py for printing the Scriptures ; anid there would 
e more simplicity in the process, ifthe work 
vere left entirely to them. 

We are not insensible, nevertheless, that ad- 
intages might result from the operations ofa 
Bible Society, if they could be conducted on 
principles which would insure harmony and | 
vigor. A stronger impulse might be given to 
the work, and translations might be undertaken | 
which would not otherwise be commenced. | 
Are there any principles on which all Christians | 
can unite in foreign distribution ? 

‘Two principles have been proposed : 
1. That certain rules shall be adopted by the | 
Society, to regulate all translations which may 
claiin its patronage. 
2. That each denomination belonging to the So- | 


jety shall act on its own responsibility, and pre- | 
are stich translations as it tay conscientiously | 
hink correct, which translations shall receive | 
the impartial aid of the Society. Let us exam- | 
ine these two principles: 
1. Can rules be adopted by the Soviety, by| 
which all translators shall be governed? This 
proposition itself presupposes, that the Society 
is capable of deciling for every missionary, 
what kind of translation he oughtto make. Is 
proposes to fetter the conscience of every trans- 
lator; and instead of asking, what is the pure! 
meaning of the word ef God, he must inquire,| 
what rules have the Bible Society prescribect} 
Instead of consulting the nature of language, | 
and the canons of criticism, and conveying, with} 
all possible accuracy, the exact signification of; 
every word of the original text into the heather 
tongue, he must refer to the regulations of the 
Bible Society. Though he may be convinced, 
that these regulations are inconsistent with a} 
faithful performance of his duty, he must obey | 
them, on pain of forfeiting all claim to sid from 
the Society.—Instead of taking the original He- 








brew and Greek Scriptures as the standard, he | 


must follow a text modified by the regulations of 
men. He must, thus fur substitute a Bible made 
by men, for the word of God. Wherever the 
rules of the Society should deviate trom the 
original inspired text, be must abandon the text 
and follow the rules.—Does not a simple state- 
ment of the case show, that such a course would 
be wrong, and that no translator worthy of his 
office could, for a moment, consent to any such 
interposiiion of human authority? The trans- 
lators of our English version did, indeed, submit 
to be governed by certain rules prescribed by the 
despotic King James; but they, by this course, 
made their translation, excellent as it is, less per- 
fect than it would otherwise have been.—The 
days of the Stuarts are past, and we hope that 
no man or body of fnen will venture to dictate 
rules to future translators, The Council of 
Trent decreed, that the Latin Vulgate should be 
the standard of faith, and thus sanctioned it, as 
of equa! authority with the authentic words of 
the inspired writers themeelves. Let not Protes- 
tants adopt the same course. Let them act on 
the principles of the Reformers, and reject all 
human authority, iv translating as well as inter- 
preting the werd of God. 

We have thus shown, we think, that it would 
be wrong to preserile any rules to the trensia- 
tors of the Bible. They must be left to the gui- 
dance of their ewn couseiences, acting under 
theie solerar. resp msibility to God, 

But we believe it to be impossible, forthe Bible 
Society to adopt any code of rules, which would 
meet with the approbation of all its own mem- 
bers. The Society ig composed of all who 
choose to join it, an! cooperate in aceomplishi 
its designs. This isthe right and the dignified 
position which it has oceupied, ft asks not 
what isa man’s creed, or what is his character. 
If he is willing to aid in spreading the common 
versing of the Bible, it admits him to a share in 
thie beneficent labor. Even in where 





Bociety was justly repelled, with prompt and 
mn aphatic duahetan. A similar attempt, in 
‘hie land of religious Gberty, to exclade, direetly 
or indirectly, any class of men, from the Bible 
Society, onght to rouse a voice of remonstrance 
wihtich might almost wake Roger Williams from 
his grave. 

‘The Bible Society must act, in its foreign dis- 
trilbutions, on principles harmonious with those 


steels the mind against the reception of pure re- 
ligion, but in a geeater or leas degree, pervades 
all future life, how much more detrimental to 
the growth in grace will that habit become, if 
cherished throughout the Christian course. In 
fact, the habit is altogether inconsistent with pi- 
ety. Its effects on the youthful mind, and espe- 


cially its effects on Christian character, may be 








which it adopts in its operations at home. If 
rules are to be prescribed, they must be such as 
all the members of the Bible” Society can ap- 
prove. Even if the denominations called evan- 
gelical could agree on certain rules, we hold, 
that to adopt them would be an invasion of the 
rights of others, who must disapprove them, so 
long as others are admitted to be members of the 
Society. We make no exceptions. We take 
the ground of the American Revolution,—that 
duties and rights are correlative. If any man 
chooses to become a member of the Bible Soci- 
ety, he has a right toa voice in conducting its 
proceedings ; and the Society cannot change the 
principles on which it acts, without giving him 
an opportunity to express his opinion. He con- 
sents, by joining the Society, to spread the com- 
mon English version ; but if the Society ander- 
takes to make another version, either here or 
els ewhere, it departs from its fundamental prin- 
ciples. It does an act, to which it is not compe- 
tert, without a change in its constitution, inade 
in a constitutional manner. 

Let us imagine, however, that the Board of 
Managers undertake to frame rules, to regulate 
translations. Where shall they begin? Bap- 
tism is not the only point of difference among 
evangelical Christians. The Episcopalian, the 
Methodist, the Presbyterian, all have their own 
views concerning particular texts, and they 
would naturally wish, that in all versions, those 
textsshould conveya particular meaning. We 
suspect, that the Board would need a session al- 
most as long as that of the Council of Trent. 

But let us suppose, that the Board should 
agree to make the common English version the 
standard. Without mentioning, now, other ob- 
jections, there are members of the Society, who 
would not aid in circulating versions conformed 
to the English Bible, though they are willing to 
cooperate in spreading, that Bible itself. ‘The 
Unitarian, for example, would not sanction a 
version, unless certain passages were expunged, 
which he believes to be interpolations, The 
Unitarians are members of the Society. They 
form a large proportion of the members of the 
Massachusetts Bible Society, one of the most 
important auxiliaries. How, then, we ask, can 
the Board of the American Bible Society, adopt, 
in good fuith, for the regulation of foreign ver- 
sions, a rule offensive to these members of the 
Society, without first obtaining, from the Society 
itself, iu a regular way, a change of its constitu- 
tion. e 
It may be said, that as the Society was formed 
on the broad principle, that the standard English 
version should be circulated, a resolution to 
make this version the standard for foreign trans- 
lations, is an adherence to the fundamental prin- 
ciple. We deny this. The constitution says, 
in the first article, “The only copies in the En- 
glish l to be circulated by the Society, 
shall be of the version now in common use.” 
Here the agreement respecting the common 
version is expressly limited to the English lan- 
guage. No member of the Society has bound 
himself any further. He may have many rea- 
sons for uniting in cireulaiing the English Bible, 
which would not extend to a version in another 
language. His consent is not to be taken for 

nted. The constitution contains the terms of 
union, and that constitvéion must be interpreted 
according to its obvious meaning. It contains 
no reference to foreign distribution, except the 
sentence in the second article. “This Socie- 
ty shall, also,according to its ability, extend 
its influence to other countries, whether Chris- 
tian, Mahommedan, or Pagan.” This sentence 
is very general and guarded. It does not ne- 
cessarily include the publication of the Scrip- 
tures in other languages, because in all parts of 
the world, to some extent, the English Scrip- 
tures are needed. ‘The natural construction, 
however, is, that the Society would extend aid 
to other versions; but this promise is qualified 
by the expression, “ according to its ability.* In 
fact, the great olject of the Society was, to sup- 
ply our own country with the Bible, and the idea 
of aiding other countries had, little influence, 
votil a recent period, when the Society, having, 
in a good degree, supplied the wants of our own 
country, has had leisure to look abroad. The 
members of the Society, then, have united, for 
the purpose of spreading the English Scrip- 
tures; but they have not thereby given their con- 
sent to the publication of other versions, and 
much less to versions conformed to the English 
Bible. 





* In the Address of the Delegates, who 'formed the 
Society, they say, that its object is, “the dissemina- 
tion of the Seriptures in the received versions where 
they exist, and in the most faithful where they may 
be required.” This is a contemporaneous exposition 
of the constitution. It shows, that the idea of making 
the English version the standard for other translations 
was not then entertained.

can only get the soul drunk with his deadly sti- 
mulants. Let him but fasten a single cori 
around the soul and he can draw itdown to per- 
dition. 1 have supposed the case of a con- 
firmed novel-reading Christian, who was tempe- 
rate inall other things; but | would ask the 
reader, Did you ever see such an instance ? 
Where is there such a Christian to be found, 
who does not also cling to bodily excitement in 
one shape or another? An unhealthy excite- 
ment of mind calls for corresponding excite- 
ment of body. Young professors; you that 
indulge in this mental intoxication, although but 
eccasionally, like moderate drinkers, | ask you 
to produce an example of an active, engage: 
novel-reading Christian, one whose piety you do 
not doubt; one who abstains from intoxicating 
meats and drinks ; one who ean lay aside the last 
novel half-read, and go to the family altar as if 
he went from the Bible,and pour out his full sou! 
before God, and then return to his novel again, 
feeling as if it was all right and proper! Can 
such an example be found? Reader, are you 
such an example yourself? Then the wise man 
asked the question in vain, “Cana man take fire 
into his bosom, and not be burned?” Ah no! 
you may devote more time to your novels than 
to your Bibles—you may devote more time to 
your novels than to sermons or sacred literature, 
as many, very many of the yourig, especially, do ; 
but remember that God has not appointed novels 
as ohe of the means of sanctification ! , 





REVIVAL IN PROVIDENCE.

Those who have been conversant with such 
an individual under powerful conviction of sin, 
cannot but have noticed this fact. The medium 
through which he contemplates the attributes 
and the government of God, is so corrupted by 
previous habit, that he cannot embrace religion, 
unless he is permitted to adorn her with a por- 
tion of those counterfeit ornaments which he 
has gathered from the fields of romance. So 
true is this, that you will rarely, if ever, find an 
habitual reader of novels who will not, when 
converted, become a romantic Christian. It 
must be so, unless the great laws of mind are 
changed. A person who is converted at the age 
of twenty years, and has devoted much of his 
time to works of fiction for four years previous, 
will find a long life in the service of God too 
short to remove entirely from his mind, the blight 
which it contracted previous to his aonversion. 
I think that the wild, and perhaps I might say, 
impious speculations and measures of some 
Christians at the t day are to be attributed 
in a great degree to this kind of literature. The 
religion of romance is passing over the land, and 
no wonder thet many are persuaded to inake

The account of the meeting must be short, as 
my limits will not admit a particular detail, A 
few things minst not be passed over. When the 
time came, the church were “together with one 
accord in one place.” Shops and stores, mer- 
chandise,nnd bank stock, were considered of a 
secondary nature, aud the glory of God in the 
salvation of souls, became the all-absorbing sub- 
ject. Amorning prayer meeting, a conference 
at 10 @clock, preaching in the afternoon aud 
mvening, were the common daily appointinents, 
‘The inquirers were generally invited to the ves- 
try after sermon, in the evening. Our dear 
brethren’ in the minisiry came in and labored 
with us in the power and love of the gospel. We 
enjoyed the services of brethren Spalding, Welch, 
Dowling, Cheeney, Clark, Miner, Middleton, and 
Morey, from abroad, and a number of our city 
ministers, of different deno:minations. 

The preaching was plain, solemn, and affec- 
tionate; the exhortations spiritual and warm ; 
the prayers short and fervent. Tho meetings 
were solemn and crowded. Alter « thousand 
people were crowded into our house to hear 
preaching, we frequently had four hundred at 
the same time, in eur conference meeting, in the 
vestry. ‘There was no gust of passion, no enthu- 
siastic excitement. Now and then would be 
heard the deep sigh, while the tear of penitence 
rolled profusely from many eyes, unaccustomed 
to weep in the house of God. In our inquiry 
meetings, the sorrow-stricken sinner would fre- 
quently rise, and with a trembling voice, say, “1 
aim a podr lost sinner, and I ask your prayers that 
Linny submit to God.” Sometimes, when bow- 
ed before God, the publican’s prayer, “God be 
mnerciful to me a sinner,” would be heard in a 
tone of voice entculated totouch every feeling of 
sympathy in the Christian’s heart. 

I would say, with great pleusure, that our 
Christian friends of different denominations have 
manifested a lovely spirit. They came in not to 
envy our prosperity, but to weep with us, to la- 
bor with us, and to rejoice with us. We have 
been often affected to tears, to see how much our 
ineetings resemble what we suppose is the love, 
union and joy of heaven, We telt that we had 
one interest, and one object in view. We can 
truly say that the spirit and conduct of Christian 
brethren around us, bas greatly endeared them 
to our hearts, and our ardent desire, and prayer 
to God is, that they may share with us in the 
blessings of renovating grace. 

Our meeting continued, with but little inter- 
ruption for 2] days, not because we had any de- 
sign of its continuance even half that time, but 
because the indications of Divine Providence and 
grace, were such, that we did not dare to close 
sooner. The saints all around us, by their ad- 
vice and attendance, scores of weeping penitents 
in our midst, and the constant movings of the 
Holy Spirit, constituted a kind of moral necessi- 
ty, that we should linger long in the house and 
worship of God. There has been but little of 
that high exultation and joy, which seme- 
times characterize extensive revivals. White 
converts were daily multiplying amongst us, and 
the triumphs the cross were rapilly spreading, 
the remark was-offen inade, and met a response 
in inany hearts, “ Let angels do the rejoicing over 
these converts, while we labor to lead others to the 
Lord Jesus.” In some of our prayer meetings, 
saints would present special requests that their 
dear relatives might be the subjects of prayer. 
Some of those seasons were affecting beyoud 
the power of language todeserile. Such goings 
out of soul for unconverted friends, especially 
children, | never before witnessed. Sometimes 
the expression, “remember my dear children in 
your prayers,” would spread a thrill through the 
hearts of saints, and tears of affection and sym- 
pathy would flow treely from many eyes. ‘The 
feeling was evidently produced by the Holy 
Spirit, for im answer to prayer, and in blessing 
labors for these children, God has converted 
many ofthem. In some families one, in oth- 
ers two and in others three, have been taken 
and led to Christ. 

During the protracted, meeting, we trust there 
were at least 100 souls “translated from the 
kingdom of :larkness into the kingdoin of 
God’s dear Son,” and in all, since the work 
commenced, we hope 150, a large portion 
of whom, are connected with our congrega- 
tion. ‘The blessed work is still in progress. The 
Holy Spirit is convicting and converting souls. 
Our inquiry meetings ure well attended and very 
solemn. The work has spread some into other 
churches, and 1 learn that inquirers and converts 
are increasing. In the colored congregation God 
has performed a good work. Perhaps 30 or 40 
have been made free by the blood of Christ. 
Yesterday was with us a memorablesday. At 

12 o’elock we repaired to the wuter, where, in 
the presence of a great multitude, assisted by two 
of the deacons, | had the unspeakable pleasure 
of baptizing 45 willing converts in the likeness 
of a Saviour’s burial and resurrection. A more 
lovely and happy company I never saw. We 
expect 20 or 30 more to be ready to go and fol- 
low the lovely example of Messiah in a few days. 
In the alternoon 24 of the number received the 
hand of fellowship. The assembly was large 
and the scene deeply interesting and affecting. 
Tears of joy and tears of sorrow flowed in al 
parts of the house. The remaining persons bap- 
tized, are to receive the band of fellowship next 
Lord’s-day.

given. 1 will now make some more extracts 
from Robinson’s Hist. Bap. concerningthe Coun- 


head, which first authorized the baptism of babes. 
Mr. Robinson, in his 22d Chap. says—* The bap- 
tism of babes first appeared in the most ignorant 
and impure part of the Catholic world, Altica.— 
It was not the offspring of critical learning or 
sound philosophy, for it sprung up among men 
destitute of both, nor did any one ever take the 
African fathers for philosophers or critical inves- 
tigators of the sacred oraclesof ; and if they 
all be taken for inoral men, they are-overprized, 
for an eye witness hath eharacterized African 
Christians quite otherwise.” This may suffice for 
characterizing the Council of 66 Bishops who 
first gave liberty to baptize babes, and to give the 
reader an iden of the more humble ops of 
that day in Africa, we quote further from Robin- 
son, “ Basnage observes, when two country bi- 
shops wrote to Crapeolus, the Bishop of Car- 
thage, thus ran their style :—‘ Vitalis aud Con- 
stantius, two humble sinners, your most humble 
slaves, prostrute themselves at your feet, and 
conjure your apostleship to instruct their little- 
ness, and to inforin them what the church ought 
to believe on the question’ [which is net impor- 
tant on the present occasion] they continue, ‘ We 
beseech your blessedness to pardon our simplici- 
ty. If we err, it is through ignorance.’ “ One 
of these humble bishops,” continues Mr. Robin- 
son, page 180, “named Fidus, in the year two 
hundred and fifty-seven, wrote to Cyprian, of 
Carthage, to know whether children might be 
baptized before they were eight days old, for by 
his Bible he could uot tell; nor could Cyprian 
tell without consulting a council which was about 
to be assembled on two very important affairs.” 

On page 185, Mr. Robinson further says, “The 
African fathers were the least of all others tine- 
tured with the true spirit of the religion of Jesus, 
Slaves themselves, they never thought of Chris- 
tian liberty ; and even Cyprian, the guide of the 
rest, durst not think for himself, but when he or- 
dered hisservant to give him Tertullian, used to 
say, Give me my master.” On page 186, he adds 
—“A fact it is, that the African Catholics never 
left off idolatry; they at Carthage worshipped 
idols in private, and dedicated their children to 
them several hundred years after this time.” 

I have made the foregoing quotations to show 
the character of those who first, after the Apos- 
telic day introduced the baptism of babes, as stat- 
ed in my third number, with some of the reasons 
of this Council given for so doing. But Mr. 
Robinson is not the only authority that the bap- 
tism of Infants was introduced in the days 
of Cyprian, i.e. we mean babes. For Regattius 
says, “ Even the propriety of Infant Baptism was 
commonly doubted, until Cyprian’s days, about 
fifty years after Tertullian, that then most men 
were of*Cyprian’s mind, that even new-born 
children ought to be partakers of the laver of sal- 
vation, which was pitched upon in the decree of 
this synod (at Carthage, A. D. 253) and so the 
doubt was taken away.” And let it be remem- 
bered that this council did not settle the point 
that this was binding, but merely granted per- 
mission to the honest, but ignorant Fidus. For 
the learned Episcopius says, “Infant Baptism 
was not accounted a necessery rite, till it was de- 
termined in the Melevitan Council held in the 
year A, D. 418.” 

Thus have we made it appear by authentic 
history, that Infant baptism (i. e. of babes) had 
its origin a8out the middle of the 3d century. 
It is true that in Tertullian’s day about 50 years 
before a sect of heretics baptized young children 
who Could ask for baptism; and now A. D. 250, 
the African part of the Romish church begin to 
baptize babes, which by the very reasons they 
give, shows thei to be heretics, for they were 
surely idolaters. The only Scripture reason 
given was that Jesus came not to destroy men’s 
lives but to save them ; and no previous practice 
quoted, holding that baptism was salvation, and 
alleging that children came into the world ery- 
ing for baptism as mentioned in a previous num- 
ber. Indeed after what has beer: cited of their 
history we need not wonder that these poor ig- 
norant African bishops reason at such a rate, and 
introduce a custom not even binted at in the New 
Testament, when we reflect that the church had, 
been grouping in darkness for at least 50 years 
and the Scriptures, being only in manuscript, 
and probably not in possession of one in five 
hundred. We see also thatthe church had made 
some progress in Romanism by the servility with 
which the poor bishops (sinners) of the country 
addressed the supposed great ones of the city, 
styling Cyprian * Your Blessedness.” Indeed the 
more we examine history, the more fully must 
we be convinced that Cercellaeus was correct 
in saying that “ In the two first centuries infant

BAPTISTS IN: MARYLAND. 


The history of the Buptist deno-nination in + 
Maryland for twenty years past, though painful 
to a pious mind, is yet fraught with salutary in- 
struction, and may serve asa beacon to other 
churches, and enable them te shun the danger 
and «deadly influence of Antinomianism. The 
founder of most of the churches in the Baltimre 
Association, was the pious and indefatigable 
Joh» Davis. During his life,they prospered and . 
flourished, and the Buyntists in Maryland, if not 
& wumerows, were an united and God-fearing 
body. Since his death, the churehes which he 
planted, have been steadily declining, and seme 
of them ave nearly extinct. Harford, the moth- 
er church, has been reduced from 160 Members 
to from forty to fifty. In a few years it will; in 
all probability, no longer exist. Fredericktown 
eburch is nearly extinct. Sater’s church is re- 
duced to a few members, and is barren and life- 
less. The ministers who entered the field after 
Elder D. seeking to be wise above measure, and 
to pry into the secret things of God, and forget- 
ting the great object of the Christian ministry, . 
the conversion of sinners, occupied themselves - 
chiefly in doctrinal discussions, or in dwelli 
on the great things God has done for his chu 
and people, which, though in itself, a glorious 
truth, may, when not baluaneed by other truthe - 
equally important, engender spiritual pride and ° 
supine indifference to practical duties, Ultra 
Calvinism and Antinomianism took deep root 
in many of the churches. Hostility or indiffe- 
rence to the mission cause generally prevailed, 
and the Baptist denomination in Maryland, with 
some few exceptions, exhibited a dreary and < 
disconsolate aspect. . Its two Associations, Balti- 
more and Salisbury, instead of increasing, have 
been regularly decreasing. In Baltimore, the 
Third Church, under the preaching of Elders . 
Osbourn and Choat, has become extinct. The 
Ebenezer, Elder Ed. Reis, from 140.members,’. 
has dwindled down to twe or three male mem- 
bers, and afew female.

In addition to what was said of Hainan, it 
should be remembered that it has a delightful 
climate, situated between 18 deg. and 20 deg. N. 
lat. and its partial independence of the Chinese 
emperor, and its separation from the empire, have 
left the people to more correct views of them- 
selves, and of their relation to the rest of man- 
kind, and far more accessible to the missionary 
than the inhabitants of the continent. Scarcely 
tess can be said of the importance of sending a 
missionary to labor among the Chinese in Borneo. 
Though the moral renovation of this island may 
not be so directly connected with the couversiou 
of Chiua, as that of the former, still it may have 
equal claims upon our immediate efforts, inas- 
uiuch as we first need the conquest of some o 
the outposts, that we may have a place to collect 
our troops, and store our ammunition, before we 
make an attack upon the strong hold of the ene- 
my. The interior of Borneo is said to be inhab- 
ited by an independent colony of Chinese, eon- 
sisting of several thousands. The whole Chi- 
nese lation of the island, is estimated at one 
hundred and twenty thousand.* Mr. Medbursi, 
of Batavia, has visited, and distributed a few 
books among the Chinese on the coast, but the 
interior has never been visited by « missionary.

, We recently expressed our opinion of the late 
measures of the American Bible Society. This we 
intended to do, with frankness and candor; and in 
so doing, we supposed that we were not only in the 
exercise of an undoubted right, but also in the dis- 
charge af our bounden duty. 

The Managers of the Bible Society are but agents 
to whom are entrusted certain great interests, in the 
suceessful prosecution of which, the whole Christian 
community are deeply concerned. It has always 
seemed to us suitable, therefore, that any member of 
the community thus interested, should fee] at liberty 
to call in question the suitableness of their public 
acts. We complain of those recently adopted regu- 
lations, not so much because we suppose that in their 
application, they will become oppressive to the Bap- 
tists, as because of their unsuitableness upon broad 
and general principles.

3. Application has been made to the Calcutta 
Bible iety, and to the British and Fereign Bi- 
ble Society, for aid t and circulate the Ben- 
galee New Testament, translated as aforesaid, which 
aid has been refused on the ground of its containing 
said translations; And 

4. Your Committee were not aware until now, 
that such trapslations were made and approved by 
any denomination of Christians in India, or other 
heathen countries. 

Your Committee would therefore most respectful- 
ly submit, whether it is not highly inexpedient to 
aid in priating or circulating any version of the 
Scriptures containing the above or any similar trans- 
lations, differing from the sense of the authorized 
versions, for the following reasons :— 

1. The words Baptizo and Baptisma, ond their 
cognates being left untranslated, asin the English 
and many other excellent versions, imposes no diffi- 
culty on any denomination of Cliristians, as it leaves 
every minister, or mi 'y, at perfect liberty to 
explain them accordiag to the peculiar views of his 
particular denomination.

Many an aspiring youth, who has passed over tie 
threshhold of science with high hopes, and filled with 
ambition for worldly distinction, has changed his 
purposes as grace has changed his heart, and he has 
gone forth to reap, not the laurels which fade, but. 
harvest unto eternal life. When we look upon our 
more than two thousand destitute churches, and upon 
the thousands and tens of thousands of rising villages 
and settlements throughout our country, unsupplied 
with the gospel, we are pained at heart; but when 
we see so many young men converted, and preparing 
for the pulpit, we gather hope, and rejoice. 

I scarcely need to repeat to you, that the Home 
Mission Society has now in its employ about on 


hundred missionaries. This, of itself, | regard as a ~

would have been in the field! These are scattered 
through the Valley from the Lakes to the Gulf.— 
three of them are in Upper Canada ; one in Florid: 
and one recently appointed in the State of Main. 
Those in Canada “ call with a loud call” for more 


help. The Baptists here are few comparatively, and 


not well disciplined ; but it is thought by those ou 
the ground, that with suitable labar, large and pow- 
erful churches might, by the blessing of God, be 
gathered. Some of the churches have recently re- 
ceived large accessions. 

In the upper part of the Valley, several interesting 
revivals are now enjoyed at the mission stations, 
and where there are no revivals, there is a good 
degree of prosperity. In proof of this is the fact 
that very many churches are erecting new places 
of worship in larger towns and young cities, some of 
them are spacious and expensive. 

In Tennessee, the “tug of war’ has eome—vwar 
of principles. The Baptists are divided into “ef. 
fort” and “anti-effort’’ men. The state of things is 
very unhappy. The latter class are numerous and 
vigilant and intolerant. But we have five inissiona- 
ries there who are laboring to great effect. They 
plead and plead for more help. They deeply realise 
their need of a literary and theological institution. 

In the States of Mississippi and Louisiana, we 
have, I think, four laborers employed. One of them 
just informs us that he knows not of an anti minis- 
ter. ‘Their obstacles are ‘of a different character. 
The same writer gives it as his opinion that these 
States present a richer field of promise than any 
other part of the great Valley. In this opinion he is 
probably correct,—the infelicities of the clumate ex- 
cepted. The first Protestant minister of Louisiana 
was a Baptist, and is still living. This aged veteran 
has got up a Home Mission Society, of which he is 
President. His name is Courtney. 

Our missionary to Florida had scarcely arrived, 
when the Indian hostilities commenced. We had 
strong hopes of his usefulness, but these hopes are 
doubtless blasted for the present. 

The Board intend to enlarge their operations as 
fast as the churches shall supply them with the 
means, viz., men and money. For the want of the 
latter, they have been compelled to turn away not a 
few worthy applicants. Uutil recently, funds have 
come in very tardily this year, though much hope 
was excited at its commencement. And our Board, 
learning from sad experience, that resolutions of 
Conventions were not quite equal to ready cash 
settling the bills of missionaries, have been, pcr- 
haps too cautious in making appointments. In the 
month of August, their responsibilities were not less 
than twelve or fifteen thousand dollars; and’ the 
treasury overdrawn! But since the New York 
Convention have redeemed their pledge of ten thou- 
sand dollars, the quantities have changed from minus 
to plus. New appointments are made at almost ev- 
ery session of the Board. There are now ten of 
twelve applications either from churches for minis- 
ters, or of ministers for churches in the far West, 
now on file to receive action next Monday, The 
Board wish to establish missions as soon as may 
be, on the islands of Cape Breton and Prince Ed- 
ward. They contain about thirty thousand inhab- 
itants each, and are- miserably supplied with the 
word of life On the former, there are many Baptist 
churches with scarcely a minister. Some of them 
do not hear preaching oftener than once a year! So 
soon as a candidate can be found who can endure 
the rigors of the climate, he will be sent. 


Thus, dear brother, I have given you but a very — 


cursory view, and yet have said’ enough, I trust, to 
show that the amount of good to be achieved by this 
Society, can be limited under God, only by the. 
means supplied. And we rejoice to see an increas- 
ing spirit of enterprise among the churches.

The 
public have felt that this immense territory, filling 
up at an unexampled rate of increase, demands the 
most vigorous enterprise to supply it with the means 
of grace and to preserve the institutions of religion. 
More than 4000 schools have been formed there, and 
books to the value of more than $45,000 placed in 
their libraries; and although many of these schools 
have become extinct, an ‘lubaes has been exerted, 
which nothing but the continued energy of the soci- 
ety, under the Divine blessing, seems wanting to 
make permanent. 

A similar plan has been undertaken for the or. 
ply of the southern states, and as we have lately 
established an efficient agency for the West, we 
hope soon to have an equally efficient arrangement 
for the South.—S. S. Journal. 





Revivat is Ceyroy. [Extract from a general 
letter from the Missionaries, dated May 4th, 1835. 
—On the 21th of March fifteen of the seminarists, 
with two others belonging to the station, were ad- 
mitted to the church. here were ten or twelve 
more of the students, who were candidates: for ad- 
mission; but as they were young, and had but re- 
cently manifested a desire to serve the Lord, it 
was deemed expedient to keep them longer on trial. 

Two of the pleasing circumstances attending this 
work, were its quickness and depth. In no case 
was conviction long protracted, but followed almost 
immediately with entire submission and joy. 

On the 26th of March, eleven of the girls belong- 
ing to the boarding school, with two others, were 
admitted to the church. A number of the other 
girls give evidence of a change of heart and will 
probably be received at the next communion season. 

While the Holy Spirit was operating upon the 
minds of the youths at Batticotta and ooville, 
his influence began to be felt at Tillipally, and ina 
short time about twenty gave evidence of a change 
of heart. On the 26th of March, thirteen, includi 
Caroline, the daughter of Mr. Meigs, were admit! 
to the church. 

The whole number of the admissions to the church 
in March was 51. Of these 48 were admitted at 


one time.
